I9i:j. Nuni<*rous races are called Derbys, hut at 
pres4*nt in this ctKintry and I'anada there an* fi*w 
hiHia fide Derbys. llie Palmetto Derby at Cliarles- 
lon will Ik* tlie first. The historic Kentucky Derby 
at Churcliiil Downs, the Haniilton Derby, the lat- 
tonia lX*rby and the Canadian Derby at F<H*t Erie, 
are tin* other established events of this detscripHon.

Karlshorst and Strauslierg. all lii the vicinity 
of Ib-rlin. anioniited t<i a sum enabling the managers 
of the various nu-etings to distribute $8!l2.7riO among 
winning owners, with a turnover of $6,373.5:10 at 
the totalizator. F. Bullock, the Graditz jockey, has 
establi-ilH*d a recoril for Germany by riding eighty- 
nine winners duriieg the past season — one more th.an 
<*onld be CHuiuted to W. Warm* in 1903. when he 
sNmkI at tbe ln*ad of the list with eighty-eight to 
Ills 4*redit. Bull<N*k has occupied premier {lositioii 
among his <**»lleagues for five years »*onsecutively, as 
liid Baliantine. who in his day was champion for the 
Graditz Stable. I'nfortuiiately little is heard <*f 
W. Warm*, wlio was. and Is. a g<K»d rider. He 
S4*ems to have lK*«*t*nie the “Doctor Fell’’ of racing 
ill G«*riiiany. He has tri<*«l to suit his jihysiir to 
l.is patient’s tasti* hy building stables on tin* land 
he boiiglit at Ilo|(|K*garteii. but no great amount of 
j patronage was lK*stowe«l on him.

“E. Monk, the cniss-coiiiitry J«M*key w1m» fell while 
tiding 4MI Weilnesilay last at VIneeiines, has siie- 
< iimb^ to his injuries. He was idekeil up uiieoii- 
sclous ami <*oiiveyed to the iHispital in the Rue Beau- 
j>»n at Paris. Nothing could be done for him and lie 
pass«H] away on Friday night, leaving a y<miig wife 
and an infant scai of «Mdy twelve days to mourn Ids 
loss. He was tlie s<hi of a famous j«M*key Wiio rode 
on the flat In tlie name of Green for M. Gm^stler, 
Green Iiad five s<uis cross-country riders and four mit 
of that number have fallen victims to acciiKiits sus- 
tained while riding in public. In 1903, on tin* same 
track at Vliiceiiues. Aime Monk fell with Mmleste 
.**t the last liimile and receiveil such injuries that lie 
duHl a few iMMirs afterwards. Twelve months later 
Joseph Monk was killeil at the Bayoiiue-Biarritz 
meeting while riding Bishille. who. though not qnali- 
lieil to run. was sent to the post in «*rror. Tliree 
years ago. at Vaniu‘s, the third wai had a fatal fall, 
and now tlie finirth lias fallen vietim to that fatulit.v 
which se<*ms to liave pursued the family. The 
father has attainml the ag<> of 72 and has eniploy- 
lueiit In the stable of Knlley at M<»iit-«le-Marsan. 
Ksikiiig after the horses ami riding exercise, Tlie last 
«if the hmthers is still riding in tls* provliu*es <iv<‘i' 
cmiiitry. Henry Monk, witli wlioni and with whose 
:ige«l father the grejitest sympathy Is «*xpressed as 
representing a family on whom the ‘Illegitimat*’ 
Ihrf has laid a heavy toll.”
